Generation 3 

Daniel Demott/Dimmitt/Dimmock/Ward was born 1804 in Prince Edward Island, 
Canada. PEI's length through the center of the island is about 140 miles and 
breadth in the widest part, 34 miles. It is separated from N.S. by the Strait of 
Northumberland, which is only 9 miles broad between Cape Traverse and Cape 
Tormentine. Cabot named it Isle Saint John. 

Research as of March, 2015 suggest his parents were Ebenezer Ward and 
Margaret Clark. He may have had a sister, Phoebe Clark Ward, who married 
William Weeks in PEI. They emigrated to Linn Co., IA in 1854 by wagon through 
Detroit, Michigan with their family of 5 daughters and 2 sons. Phoebe died 1 Feb 
1873 in Linn County and is buried in Pleasant Hill Cemetery, Delaware County 
Iowa, USA. There might be two more siblings, John R. Ward and Ebenezer Jr. 
Records weren’t required to be kept other than church or town or a mention in the 
newspaper. 

Daniel married first Margaret Full in Yarmouth, N.S. 
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Daniel and Margaret were married Thurs., 
12 Nov. 1835 at Yarmouth by 
Rev. Mr. Burton.

As large districts were settfed, and populations grew, sma Iter districts were formed from one large one. Co ho me District was formed fra m 
Mewcastle District; Simcoe District was formed from l-bme District and Huron District was formed from London District. 

Townships a iso vsned n size, with some as large as 90,309 acres and others as small as 20.000. Mod townships we re lad out in square blocks 
but some were not - and theirdivisions as beyond description. The townships as divided rto concessions generally running east to west and 
north to south, however when a river ran through a township, tie tots were laid out to face the river, no matter whatdirectron that was. 
Concessions were genera Ify divided into lots of 2 DO acres each, and half lots of 10D acres each. 

Almost half the surveyed lands of Upper Canada were purchased after 1 El B from naive tribes.

Harriet delivered a stillborn son in Payson, Adams Co., Illinois and died Dec. 1861. 
Charles DeWolfe enlisted in the Union Army 20 Sept. 1861. Francis enlisted Oct. 
1863. The family started to fall apart without Harriet. Before 1870 all the children 
were scattered to 5 states. Where were Daniel’s and Harriet’s family? Why didn’t 
they step up and take the children? Maybe they lost touch with all the moving 
around. Or maybe Daniel had no family left. Harriet was the youngest so all her 
siblings would have been aging and maybe not able to care for young children even 
if the children were split up among several families. 
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Research in 2015 suggests that Daniel had a sister, Phoebe Clark Ward Weeks, 
who emigrated from Canada to Iowa by wagon through Detroit, Michigan in 1854. 
She and her family were living in Linn Co., Iowa and it’s possible she might have 
taken Albert, Rosamond and Sarah. Sarah married Alexander Rollo in 1865 and 
Rosamond married George Edwards in 1868, both in Linn County. Phoebe died in 
1873 and is buried in Pleasant Hill Cemetery Delaware County, Iowa.

wasn’t able to keep Albert and he was given first to the Evans family and second 
the John Devlin family. It looks like Albert was in both census that were taken in

is confusing. The enumerator has not made it clear who lived together in which 
house. I wonder if Albert was living with John McCoy who he later worked for. See 
Albert’s story for details.

*Phoebe Clark Ward born 5 July 1809 in Prince Edward Island might be Daniel’s 
sister. She married William Weeks 11 Feb. 1834 at the house of John Clark, Tryon, 
PEI. John must have been related to Phoebe’s mother, Margaret Clark who married 
Ebenezer Ward at Tryon, PEI. The Royal Gazette 17 Oct 1792: Was lately married 
at Tryon, Mr. Ebenezer Ward of Bedeque, to Miss Peggy Clark, of Tryon. 

Phoebe, William, and their children (Mary Jane Clark Weeks, Louisa Weeks, 

William H Weeks, Amelia Weeks, Sarah Elizabeth Weeks and Joseph Edgar 
Weeks) immigrated to the U.S. through Detroit, Michigan Feb. 1854 in a wagon. In 
those days you just went across the border. No big deal. 

Daniel and Harriet were living in Michigan in 1846 and again in 1850. Harriet Jr. 
was born there in 1851. They named a son Edgar in 1860. Was that after Phoebe’s 
son Joseph Edgar Weeks? Daniel and Harriet also named children Mary Louise 
and William Cook Ward. Emilia was baptized by Charles DeWolf. Daniel and 
Harriet named their first son Charles Dewolf Ward. 

Phoebe’s family was living in Hazel Green, Delaware County Iowa in the 1860 
census. Albert, Sarah and Rosamond could have lived with her for a time between 
1863 and the 1870 census. Phoebe died 1 Feb. 1873 in Linn County, Iowa and is 
buried in Pleasant Hill Cemetery, Delaware County, Iowa. Albert’s fiance, Maria 
Grassfield died 1895 and is buried in Oak Shade Cemetery in Marion, Linn County, 
Iowa.
